Attorney Charles Foo Wong rebre- 
sented the Chinese Garment Con-

town. (Presently thete ate 47 un- 
ion and 99 non-union shops in 
Chinatown，empbloying some .3000 
ladies，of these 850 are already 
union membetrs.) To deny the 
charge that the union's Proposal 
was racist，Wall cited these exam- 
bles: a) Chinese were admitted into 
the ILGWU as early as 1934; b) 
the first combljletely unionized Chi- 
nese ”8atment Shopb apbpeated in 
1937，c) 30.2 忽 of the union's 
retirees are_ Chinese. He said, “We 
have wasted much money ovet the 
]ast 8 years trying to organize the 
swWeatshobs in Chinatown but we 
have been unable to have a break- 
through.” When pressed for the 
fgure of the union's actual spending 
and the numbet of organizers hired 
to unhionize the 3000 workers 双 all 
gave 由 100,000 and two organizers， 
Manuel Chavez and a Chinese or- 
ganizer. He blamed San Francisco 
for the union's failure and insisted， 
thetefore，that“the City should be 
responsible in creating facilities for 
relocating the garment shobs.”He 
claimed that the removal of these 
shops from Chinatown“will not be 
a blow to Chinatown, but will be a 
blow to exbloitation.” Repeating 
his earjlier cofitention at the Human 
Rights Commission om August 12， 
he said,“It would be to the benefit 
of the 3000 Chinese garment work- 
ers to integtate into the whole so- 
Ciety tather than staying in a closed

chinese shrimpPp boafs in the bay

Shrimp fshing in .California 
started about 100 years ago in San 
Francisco Bay、The first shrimpb 
fshermen are said to have been 
Italians who fished by a method of 
dragging a net along the bay bot- 
tom to catch the shrimb，Chinese， 
recognizing the ine 生 ciencies of this 
method，soon _ sent to_ China for 
shrimp nets and by 1871 com- 
menced fshing for_ shrimpP by the 
Chinese method in San Francisco 
and Tomales Bays. Great quantities 
of shrimp were taken by use of 
the Chinese bag nets and a bitter 
COntroversy jasting until 1919 arose 
between Proponents of the two 
methods，For most of the period 
during which the shrimb fshery 
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fishery 


\ 


fourished it was dominated by the 
Chinese. 

Fifteen hundred Chinese were 
engaged in the shrimp fshery in the 
Vicinity of San Francisco Bay in 
1875, and :by 1880 California was 
the leader among the eight states 
in which shrimbs were taken. In 
1897 there were twenty-six shrimpb 
campbs on San Francisco Bay，the 
Tomales Bay camps having been 
abandoned about this time. By 1910 
the number of camps had declined 
to0 nineteen; in 1930 there were 
fourteen，and now the vestiges of 
but one，China Campb in Matrin 
County， remalns. 

The camps were differently of- 
ganized. Some processed shrimp

equipment also owned by the com- 
bany; Some companies leased the 
campb, vessels, and equipment to an 
Operatinag groupP; and some were 
Owner-operated，Fishing rights to 
shrimpb beds were held by an in- 
dividual or camp similarly to the 
rights in a mining claim，although 
the basis fof such rights were not 
formalized as in the case of mining 
claims， Each camp operated inde- 
bpendently of the others even though 
adjacent cambs may have belonged 
to _ the same company: 

Typically，a shrimp camp con- 
Sisted of living quarters， store- 
houses，Processing equipment，dry- 
ing ground，jetty，and one or more 
junks. The buildings，cheaply con- 
structed and unpainted board shacks， 
were clustered near the Waters 
edge. A narrow -jetty on hand- 
driven piling brovided a means 
of carrying the catch from the junk 
to the brtocessing area. The drying 
ground，usually on a hillside，was 
Sometimes coveted with a board 
fooring but often the ground was 
Imerely cleared of vegetation and 
smoothed. 


工 he Chinese shrimPp nets were set 
out at a fight angle to the How of 
the tide in water from forty to Sixty 
feet deeb. OPbposite the ditection in 
Which the tide sets, at a distance of 


“about four times the water debth, a 


rowW of anchor pins were driven. 
One more anchor bin than the 
number of nets set out was btrovid- 
ed so that each of the adjacent nets 
was held on both sides. The cone- 
shaped nets were forty feet long 
and had a tectangular obening thir- 
ty feet wide and four feet deep. 
The bottom side of the net was 
weighted and the tob side had 
foats. Depending on the size of the 
shrimp beds， as many as Sixty nets 
may have been laid out in a contin- 
uous jline. The nets flled with 
shrimp on the incoming tide， 
Was necessaty to lift all of the_nets 
at each change of the tide in order 
to avoid tangling，and as the time 
avyailable for this opetation :was 
limited，the size of the crew was 
determined by the number of nets 
set out，A_ hand-powered windlass 
Operated by one of two men was 
used to manipulate -the lines to lift 
and empty the catch into the junk. 


The junks employed in the 
shrimp fishery were usually abonut 
ffty feet long with a twelve foot 
beam. The hulls had rounded bort- 
toms，square sterns, and blu 企 bows. 
As the distances to be sailed were 
nevet long，only one sail was car- 
ried. Living quartets for a crew of 
about five men wete decked over 
Dear the stern. Just forward of the 
living quatters was 3 large com- 
Partment for carrying the catch. 
A similar hold forward of the mast 
Was Used for carrying the nets， 
and a smajler spbace in the bow ac-

commodated the lines and other 
gear required for the fshing opera- 
tion. The junks were built at the 
camps where they were to be used， 
and although some adaptation of 
junpk design was necessary to make 
Use of locally available materials， 
the .essential details of the vessels 
were retained from fshing junks 
developed in South China. 

When the catch was brought 
ashore it was placed in a vat and 
boiled for ten to fifteen minutes. 
The shrimb were then cattied to 
the drying ground in baskets and 
sbread to dry in the sun. If the 
weather was good，about foutr days 
was ”Su 人 印 cient for drying. The 
shrimp were turned to _ ensure com- 
Pjlete drying. The shells were broken 
from the meats by using a wooden 
roller -and the resulting broduct 
then Placed in a fanning mill to 
Sebarate the shells and other loose 
materials from the meats. 工 he meat 
was then graded by hand according 
to WwWhether it was .broken or un-

broken and separately sacked in 280 
pound lots. The residue from the 
fanning mill was also sacked for 
Use as fertilizer. 

The quantity of shrimp taken by 
the Chinese method was far in 
excess of the local demand for fresh 
shrimp，so that the major part of 
the catch was dtied for export， For 
example, 200,000 pounds were sold 
fresh in thec San Francisco market in 
1879, and it is estimated that more 
than 1,000,000 bounds of meats 
and shells were shipped to China. 
Although most of the exported 
shrimpb went to China， smaller 
amounts were Shipbped to other 
Places where large nunmibers of Chi- 
nese had settled. In 1882 almost 
ninety-nine Per cent of the export- 
ed shrimp and shell were shipped 
to China. The following year about 
eighty-nine per cent was shipbed 
to China，six per cent to _ Hawaii， 
three Per cent to Australia，and 
jesser amounts to Panama, Peru, and 
British _ Columbia.
